WILD COHASSET 


Coyotes sightings in backyards around town 




I f you live here, this 
should come as no 
surprise: some of your 
neighbors are wily, furry 
and given to howling. 

They are Eastern Coyotes, 
and there’s no doubt that 
they are here, and here to 
stay. 

In fact, with the excep¬ 
tion of Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket, coyotes 
can be found in every 
single town in Massachu¬ 
setts, even in Boston. And 
judging by the police blot¬ 
ter in this very paper, it’s 
clear that many Cohasset 
residents are a more than 
a little unnerved by this 
fact, frequently calling 
the authorities when they 
simply spot one around 
their homes. 

Is this fear justified? 
Probably not. There have 
only been 5 reported cases 
of coyotes biting humans 
in Massachusetts — ever 
— and only 2 known fatal 
attacks in North America 
in the history of our 
country. Even the risk of 
one’s pet being killed by a 
coyote is tiny when com¬ 
pared to the risk of that 
same pet being killed by a 
car, or dying of cancer. 

Additionally, coyotes 
play a critical role to a 
healthy environment. 

They are designated as 
a “keystone species" for 
the outsize impact they 
exert on the communities 
where they live. By keep¬ 
ing the populations of 
smaller predators down, 
they actually help to 
increase wildlife diversity 
(for example, by hunting 
and eating the rodents 
that prey on songbird 
eggs, they increase the 
health and diversity of the 
bird population where 
they are present). 

So we actually want 
them around. But if we 
are to coexist peacefully 
with coyotes, and in par¬ 
ticular to prevent them 
from preying on our dogs 
and cats, we do need to

follow certain guidelines 
to keep them away from 
human activity. Here’s 
what wildlife experts 
recommend: 

1. Do NOT feed them, 
even inadvertently: This 
is crucial. In most of the 
documented cases of con¬ 
flict with humans, coyotes 
had been routinely fed 
and thus lost their fear of 
people, leading to increas¬ 
ingly bold behavior close 
to human households. 

It goes without saying 
that you should never 
deliberately feed coyotes. 
Additionally, you should 
secure your garbage and 
recyclables, never feed 
your pets out of doors, 
and remember that even 
messy bird feeders can 
attract coyotes, so clean 
the ground around feed¬ 
ers periodically. 

2. When you see a 
coyote close to you or 
your house, it’s best to 
scare it away: Do not run. 
Instead “haze" it": yell, 
clap your hands, or throw 
something on the ground 
near the animal. Wildlife 
experts further recom¬ 
mend carrying a loud 
whistle or horn in case

■ In size, coyotes are 
generally equivalent to 
a medium-sized dog (35 
pounds on average for 
females, 40 pounds 

for males), yet their 
extremely thick fur causes 
many to greatly overesti¬ 
mate their size. 

■ Howling is used to 
communicate to other 
pack members. For exam¬ 
ple, a mother may howl to 
warn other coyotes to stay 
away from her pups, or 

to call to family members 
when they have become 
separated. It is not a 
signal of aggression.

of a close sighting when 
hiking in woods and it has 
been demonstrated that 
coyotes who no longer 
fear people can actually 
re-learn a healthy fear 
of humans through by 
hazing. 

A note to those animal 
lovers who don’t love the 
idea of being deliber¬ 
ately mean to something 
that looks like a German 
Shepherd: while coyotes 
are a protected species, 
any coyote who loses its 
fear of humans is deemed 
a danger and thus can be 
— and usually is — legally 
killed. This is not true of a 
coyote who preys on pets, 
which brings us to the 
next tip. 

3. Watch unattended 
pets: This is a tough one 
in a town with lots of 
invisible dog “fences," but 
experts do not recom¬ 
mend that pets be allowed 
to run loose or unat¬ 
tended in yards without 
5-foot, gap-free fences. At 
the very least, pets should 
not be unattended out¬ 
doors after dark, although 
motion-sensitive lights 


can discourage coyote 
activity. Cats that are 
allowed to roam outside 
should always come in for 
the night (you can train 
them to come inside at 
dusk by feeding a special, 
coveted treat — like wet 
food — at 4 p.m. each 
day). 

Many of us actually like 
the fact that we live in a 
place where we see wild 
creatures like coyotes on 
a regular basis, especially 
given that they contrib¬ 
ute to healthy ecological 
diversity. In an increas¬ 
ingly developed Cohasset, 
I hope that more of us 
will attempt to live in 
harmony with coyotes by 
following these simple 
rules. 

Facts to consider: 

■ Coyotes can be active 
day or night, so there 

is no cause for concern 
if they are seen during 
the day. They do not 
hibernate. 

■ A “pack" of coyotes 
is always a family group¬ 
ing consisting of parents, 
pups and sometimes the 
pups’ older siblings.

Mischief on 
cannabis law 


L ame-duck legisla¬ 
tive sessions have 
a bad reputation 
for good reason. They 
come after an election 
but before a new legisla¬ 
ture is sworn in, which 
minimizes accountabil¬ 
ity. They often happen 
when voters aren't paying 
attention and few legisla¬ 
tors are in attendance, 
like between Christmas 
and New Year’s. A bill 
can be gaveled through in 
seconds, with no chance 
for debate or public 
input. 

The Massachusetts 
Legislature provided 
a fresh example of the 
abuse of lame-duck ses¬ 
sions Wednesday, Dec. 

28 when both House and 
Senate hastily passed 
a bill delaying for six 
months provisions of the 
ballot question legalizing 
recreational marijuana 
approved by voters in 
November. (Gov. Charlie 
Baker signed the rushed 
bill Friday, Dec. 30). 

The bill w as passed 
without debate, w ith no 
roll call vote and with 
little advance notice. 
According to State House 
News Service, just two 
senators were present 
when Senate President 
Stan Rosenberg gav¬ 
eled the bill through on 
a voice vote, in a session 
that took all of three 
minutes. Who says the 
Legislature can’t act 
quickly? 

The authors of this 
maneuver, Rosenberg 
and House Speaker 
Robert DeLeo, issued 
statements acknowledg¬ 
ing their “responsibility 
to implement the will 
of the voters," but their 


actions showed arrogance 
and a disrespect for the 
democratic process that 
has long been part of the 
Beacon Hill culture. 

A six-month delay 
might be justified if it w as 
necessary to give the pro¬ 
cess set forth by the ballot 
question time to work as 
intended. Question 4 sets 
an aggressive timetable 
for the Cannabis Control 
Commission, a regula¬ 
tory body to be named by 
the state treasurer. The 
CCC must set and enforce 
regulations for licens¬ 
ing marijuana facilities, 
establish procedures for 
tracking production and 
sales, and make rules for 
products and packaging. 

Treasurer Deb 
Goldberg has been 
complaining about the 
initiatives timetable for 
months, but has shown 
little urgency about fulfill¬ 
ing her responsibilities. 
Still, if she gave a detailed 
explanation for why her 
office needed more time 
to get implementation 
right, we’d listen. 

But the Legislature has 
had years to rewrite the 
state marijuana law. As 
Question 4 was headed 
for the ballot, DeLeo 
refused to let the House 
consider any alterna¬ 
tive bill. Now the leaders 
want to start all over. 
Rosenberg says he has 
a long list of changes he 
wants to make, from rais¬ 
ing the tax rate to raising 
the legal age for cannabis 
consumption to 25. 

That’s not keeping faith 
with the 1,745,945 voters 
who approved Question 
4 by a healthy margin. 
Those voters made a law, 
not a suggestion.

Why are we obsessed with asking ‘why?’ 

W e live in a com¬ 
plex, fast-paced 
world where 


W e live in a com¬ 
plex, fast-paced 
world where 
events and experiences 
oftentimes are difficult to 
explain. We want to know 
why things happen the 
way they do. In particu¬ 
lar, we want to know why 
bad things happen to 
good people. Put another 
way - why is there unde¬ 
served suffering? German 
philosopher Max Weber 
argued that, as human 
society became increas¬ 
ingly rational, the need to 
explain why “good people” 
suffered and “evil people" 
prospered became more 
important. Quite simply, 
we want answers. 

While I am no phi¬ 
losopher, I observe the 
question “why” having five 
forms or intents: 

Learning why - “Humm, 
I’m curious why that hap¬ 
pened." We are naturally 
curious. Curiosity keeps 
our minds active and 
allows us to be open to 
new ideas. By being curi¬ 
ous we are able to see new 
worlds and possibilities 
which are hidden behind 
the surface of daily life. 

Sense-making why 

- “What caused this to 
happen?” We want to 
make sense of the world 
around us. We hope that 
the world is rational - that 
is, that there is a cause- 
effect relationship to life's

events. We often ask “why” 
to better understand the 
nature of a problem as 
well as its possible solu¬ 
tion. If we can figure out 
why something happened, 
then we might be able to 
prevent it from happening 
again. 

Blaming why - “I’m 
really mad that happened. 
Who is to blame?” Assign¬ 
ing blame is a common 
way to make sense of 
things that we don’t like. 
We want to be assured 
that for every bad hap¬ 
pening there was a logical 
cause and someone will be 
held accountable. We do 
not want to believe that 
things happen without 
cause. If things happen 
randomly, then aren’t we 
all vulnerable? 

Wallowing why - “Why 
do so many bad things 
happen to me?” Psy¬ 
chiatrists often suggest 
we use the “Five Stages of 
Grief” model to help cope 
with adversity. The road 
to acceptance has many 
pot-holes. For some, it is 
eEisy to get stuck asking 
“why me? It's not fair!"; 


“I'm really mad that happened. Who is to 
blame?” Assigning blame is a common 
way to make sense of things that we 
don’t like. We want to be assured that 
for every bad happening there was a 
logical cause and someone will be held 
accountable. We do not want to believe 
that things happen without cause. If 
things happen randomly, then aren’t we 
all vulnerable? 


"How can this happen 
to me?” The longer we 
“wallow in the why" the 
more likely we start to 
view the world through 
the lens of a victim. The 
ongoing questioning “why" 
can easily stop becoming 
a search for answers and 
start becoming a state of 
powerlessness. 

Meant to be why - 

“What is the meaning 
behind this?” The spiritual 
question of why is best 
illustrated in the Book of 
Job. Much of the book is 
devoted to understand 
why Job, an apparently 
good man, has suffered 
the adversities that he has. 
Some things aren’t easily 
explained through logic 
but rather in a belief in a 
higher power. Through 
that higher power many 
discover meaning in their 
lives more deeply than 
if their suffering hadn't 
come. That life meaning 
helps guide them into a 
purposeful future. 


Interestingly, we seldom 
try to understand the 
“why” when good things 
happen. We seem to take 
these things for granted. 
But, isn’t there just as 
much learning to come 
from good outcomes?

Plastic pollution in the ocean is topic

If you know Dustin 
Hoffman’s work in the 
classic 1967 film, "The 
Graduate," you’ll chuckle 
at recalling the scene 
where he’s offered “just 
one word” of advice from 
Mr. McGuire, the family 
friend- “Plastics, Ben, 
Plastics." 

Well, if you were 
Jim Dyson, the British 
industrialist who was 
20 in 1967, you followed 
Mr. McGuire’s advice. 

And now your plastic 
vacuum cleaners, an icon 
of modem design (New 
Yorker), have made you 
into a billionaire. 

Plastics have been very 
good for Dyson, but not 
so good for those who live 
in die ocean -- and not so 
good for those of us who 
like to eat what lives in the 
ocean. The best research 
currently available esti¬ 
mates that there are over 
150 million tons of plastic 
waste in the ocean today, 
according to the Ocean 
Conservancy and McK- 
insey Center for Business 
and Environment (2015). 

That plastic degrades 
into tiny fragments called 
micro-plastics which, in 
turn, are consumed by 
organisms throughout the

food web- and end up on 
our plates. Or, as more 
eloquently stated by Sea 
Education Association 
(SEA) research scientists, 
“Congestion of marine 
debris has been docu¬ 
mented in more than 300 
species of marine animals 
ranging from invertebrates 
to fish, and from seabirds 
to marine mammals. The 
impacts of micro plastic 
ingestion are an area of 
active research - there is 
concern not only about 
the effects on individual 
animals, but also the pos¬ 
sibility that micro plastics, 
or the chemical con¬ 
taminants associated with 
them, might be passed up 
the food web." 

What can we do about 
this? Come listen to SEA 
(Woods Hole, Mass.) 
research scientist Jessica 
Donohue speak about this 
global issue on Jan. 18, at 
7 p.m. at the Lightkeep- 
ers Residence (Bancroft 
Hall) at Cohasset Harbor. 
Sea Education Associa¬ 
tion has a 30-years dataset 
of marine plastic debris 
from the North Atlantic 


collected by SEA Semester 
students, faculty and crew; 
the largest dataset of its 
kind in the world. Topics 
covered will include how 
these data are collected, 
where micro plastics 
accumulate and what the 
sources and inputs are. 
Along with the specif¬ 
ics regarding ongoing 
micro plastics research 
we will discuss remaining 
unanswered questions, 
common misconceptions, 
and possible solutions. 

Join CSCR in welcoming 
Donohue to Cohasset. She 
is a research assistant at 
SEA in Woods Hole where 
she studies marine plastic 
debris, specifically micro¬ 
plastics collected using 
surface plankton nets on 
board SEA research ves¬ 
sels. Her research looks 
at how these polymers 
behave and degrade in the 
marine environment, what 
their variability in compo¬ 
sition looks like, and how 
their size and composi¬ 
tion changes by region 
over time. Jessica holds 
a B.S. in environmental 
geology from Binghamton 


University, a M.S. from the 
University of Rhode Island 
in environmental science/ 
hydrogeology and has a 
background in science 
education outreach.

Make the most of 
your college visit 


rTT he college visit is 
1 your opportunity 
I to get a firsthand 
view of everything from 
the campus to the cafete¬ 
ria; from the classrooms 
to the dorms. But when 
— and how -- do you best 
visit the colleges on your 
list? 

If you play fall sports 
or are considering early 
application, Spring of 
junior year is a great time 
to visit. Many colleges 
have their “student for 
a day” programs during 
this time, which let 
you experience student 
life for a day or over¬ 
night. Mondays through 
Thursdays arc the best 
days to visit — you'll want 
to speak with as many 
people as possible, and 
by Friday, many students 
and stall are starting 
their weekend activi¬ 
ties. Monday holidays 
are great, too, as many 
colleges are in session 
then. Stay away from 
reading weeks, exam 
weeks, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas breaks — you 
won’t get the true feel of 
the campus then. 

For those who are 
looking for more data to 
personalize applications 
and who are not apply¬ 
ing for early decision, late 
summer and early fall 
visits are a good choice.

Gov. Baker OKs 
hike in legislator 
salaries

F or the first time in 
eight years, legisla¬ 
tors on Beacon Hill 
will see an increase in 
their base salaries after 
Gov. Charlie Baker on Dec. 
29 certified a pay raise of 
$2,515 for the 200 mem¬ 
bers of the House and 
Senate, bringing their base 
pay up to $62,547. 

For South Shore leader¬ 
ship, the increase is just 
part of the process. They’re 
more excited about getting 
sworn in and getting to 
work in the new legislative 
session. 

“I didn’t get into this for 
the money," said Sena¬ 
tor Patrick O’Connor. “I 
always considered it public 
service. My expectation 
is that 1 will be donat¬ 
ing anything above and 
beyond my base pay. I 
believe in giving back, so I 
will be donating my raise." 

State Rep Joan 
Meschino had a similar 
attitude. 

“No one told me the 
salary to begin with - I 
don’t know what the origi¬ 
nal number was supposed 
to be," said Meschino. “I 
was very r much inspired by 
public service and that was 
an important part of my

life every step of the way. It 
sounded like the increase 
was just part and parcel of 
the regular process to keep 
things current." 

Governors are required 
by the constitution every 
two years to consider pay 
increases for lawmak¬ 
ers based on changes in 
median household income. 
Baker’s team determined 
that median household 
income in Massachusetts 
climbed by 4.19 percent 
between 2013 and 2015. 

The governor, in a letter 
to Treasurer Deborah 
Goldberg, indicated that 
he used the American 
Community Survey, which 
is produced by the U.S. 
Census Bureau, to review 
changes in income across 
the state. Data from 2015 
w as the most recent avail¬ 
able through the ACS,

driving advocates of the 
increase. 

“The economy has been 
on a good trajectory over 
the last four or five years,” 
O’Connor said. “It’s still 
volatile, but with unem¬ 
ployment under 3 percent 
and the minimum wage up 
to $11, this isn’t going to 
break the bank.” 

But, he reiterated, “None 
of us got into this for any 
financial gain.” 

Instead, O’Connor is 
focused on his priorities 
for the state and region, 
including police, fire, edu¬ 
cation, and infrastructure. 
He’s eager to take on the 
opioid crisis and plans to 
invest some long-overdue 
energy into basic protec¬ 
tions for the elderly and 
developmental^ disabled 
who spend time in facili¬ 
ties and group homes. 


officials said. 

Median household 
income in Massachusetts 
grew from $67,789 in 2013 
to $70,628 in 2015, an 
increase of 4.19 percent. 
Returning lawmakers 
getting sworn into office 
for a new term this week 
will see their base sala¬ 
ries climb from $60,032. 
The last time the biennial 
review led to a base pay 
increase for lawmakers 
was 2009. 

Noting that lawmaker 
salaries had not gone up in 
eight years, Sen. Harriette 
Chandler said last week 
it was “not a secret that 
people are hoping" Baker 
would authorize raises. 

“Even a small increase 
would be very nice,” the 
Worcester Democrat said. 

Senator O’Connor said 
he could see the logic

“We need to make sure 
those who really don’t 
have a voice in our soci¬ 
ety are protected in every 
way possible,” he said. 

“It’s something that’s been 
overlooked for far too 
long.” 

In December, Senate 
President Stanley Rosen¬ 
berg said it “would only be 
fair” for lawmakers to get 
a raise as family median 
income has risen over the 
past two years. Referring 
to some backlash directed 
at House Speaker Robert 
DeLeo for handing out 
staff pay raises before 
Thanksgiving, Rosenberg 
said of the expected pay 
raises for lawmakers he 
believed there would “be 
an outcry about that, too.” 

Many legislators earn 
more than the base salary, 
with extra income autho¬ 
rized based on leadership 
duties, including com¬ 
mittee chairmanships. 
Additional stipend pay 
can range from $7,500 for 
a committee chairman to 
$25,000 for the Ways and 
Means chairs and $35,000 
for the speaker and Senate 
president. 

In addition to attend¬ 
ing formal and informal 


sessions, lawmakers stay 
busy with committee 
work, their own legisla¬ 
tive priorities, constituent 
services, and meetings in 
their districts. 

Many lawmakers also 
hold outside jobs in the 
private sector to supple¬ 
ment their incomes. 

Baker had until this 
week to finalize any 
adjustments in pay, but his 
team announced the deci¬ 
sion on Dec. 29- 

The raises come as 
Baker and the Legislature 
grapple with continuing 
state budget problems. 
Baker last month slashed 
$98 million from the 
budget, drawing an outcry 
from lawmakers who 
claim the state can afford 
the spending. 

Rep. Paul Donato, in 
a brief interview upon 
exiting the House Cham¬ 
ber after presiding over 
an hours-long informal 
session Thursday, said 
he’s “very satisfied" with 
the governor’s decisions 
to bump legislators’ pay. 
Asked if it was a fair 
increase, Donato said, 
“Don’t look a gift horse in 
the mouth.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE: There were no roll calls in the House or Sen¬ 
ate last week. 

This week Beacon HiD Roll Call presents fort 2 of a report highlighting several 
instances in which bills were approved, mostly unanimously, by the Senate but 
have been tied up in the House Ways and Means Committee or another commrt- 
tee for months. That committee is chaired by Rep. Brian Dempsey (D-HaveriiiD). 
The 2016 session ends on January 3,2017. Any’ bills that are not approved by 

that time by both branches and sert to Gov. Charlie Baker are dead but can be re¬ 
filed for the 2017-2018 session. 

Under House roles, any individual representative can move to discharge most 

bills from the Ways and Means Committee. There is a 7-day waiting period prior to 

the House considering the motion to discharge. The discharge motion must re¬ 
ceive a majority-vote of the members presenL If the measure is dischaiged from the 
committee, the committee has four days within which to report the measure for 
placement on the House's agenda for action, 

A biD may also be dischaiged from the Ways and Means Committee by any rep¬ 
resentative by filing a petition signed by a majority of the House. The biD would 
then be discharged seven days later and go onto the House agenda for the next ses¬ 
sion. 

A legislative staffer who spoke on the condition of anonymity told Beacon HiD 
RoDCaD that dreens ofbilk die in committee every-time the Legislature's two-year 

session ends. "It's an easier way ofkiDing a Ml, particularly a biD that mi$rt get ap¬ 
proved by the fuD House and Senate ifit actually'gets to the floor for ddaate," said 
the staffer. "And the rules allowing legislators to try to discharge a Ml from a com¬ 
mittee are a joke. No one ever does that because it’s considered a fool's emnd that 
wiD M and is a slap in the face to the pow < afol committee chair and House leader¬ 
ship.”

Dempsey, when asked why these bills were tied up in committee responded.'The 

bills are under review in House Ways and Means." 

Here are eight bills that were approved by the Senate and are now stuck in the 
House Ways and Means committee or another committee. 

LOBSTERS (S 469) 

On January 28, 2016, the Senate 36-0, approved a biD that would elimi¬ 
nate some of the age-old restrictions on the processing and sale of lobster in 
Massachusetts. Currently, the state allows only the sale of live, cooked and 
canned lobster. The biD would permit the processing of unfrozen lobsters, 
the importation of unfrozen shell-on lobster parts and tails and the retail of 
previously frozen raw in-sheU tails. 

Supporters said the bill would aDow more lobsters currently harvested and 
purchased here to be prepared for market in the Bay State rather than in 
Canada where the processing is currently done. They argued this will help 
the economy, create jobs and help lobstermen, processors, local restaurants 
and food stores.

PROHIBIT UNSOLICITED LOANS (S 2194) 

On March 24, 2016 , the Senate 37-0, approved a biD that would prohibit 
banks from issuing unsolicited loans, often in the form of a check through 
the mail, unless the recipient is already a customer of the bank And even 
those customers would have ten days to rescind the loan and pay the bank 
back the entire amount, without any interest or fees. 

Another provision prohibits the person to whom the loan is sent from 
being held liable for any debt incurred by the unauthorized use of the loan by 
someone else. The measure also imposes fines of up to five years in prison 
and a $25,000 fine on any bank or person who violates this law. 

Supporters said these loans prey upon unsuspecting victims including the 
sick and elderly. They noted the recipient does not understand all the fine 
print and suddenly is paying enormous interest rates and fees.

PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION FOR SENIORS (S1494) 

On June 16, 2016, the Senate 35-0, approved a biD that would raise from 
$55,000 to $80,000 the maximum annual income a senior over 65 can earn 
and stiD be eligible for a property tax deferral. The local community decides 
whether to allow a tax deferral in five first place. 

Communities can charge up to 8 percent interest on the amount deferred. The 
amount of the deferral plus interest must be paid when the senior moves or dies. 

Amendment supporters said this wiD reduce expenses for seniors and aDow 
more of them to remain in their homes. 

This biD was given initial approval by the House but has been tied up in the 
Bills in Third Reading Committee since July.

Supplier Diversity Office to develop standards to identify and recruit quali¬ 
fied applicants with disabilities The proposal also requires aD state employ¬ 
ees involved in hiring decisions to be trained and educated about the details 
of the Americans with Disabilities Act.

RAISETORACCO PURCHASE AGE FROM 18 TO 81 (S 8869) 

On April 28, 2016, the Senate 32-2, approved a biD that would raise the 
state's tobacco purchasing age from 18 to 21 effective July 1,2017 Other pro¬ 
visions ban pharmacies and health care institutions from selling any tobacco 
products; prohibit sales of e-cigarettes to minors; and ban the use of elec¬ 
tronic cigarettes in aD places where smoking is currently banned. Hawaii is 
the only state that has raised the age to 21. 

Supporters said the biD wiD save lives and reduce health care costs. They 
argued that many 18-year-olds are in high school and are a major source of 
providing tobacco products to younger high schoolers and middle schoolers. 

Opponents said this is another example of state government overstepping 
its bounds and trying to regulate behavior. They argued if you're 18 you can 
join the mDitary, vote and serve on a jury and should not be banned from 
purchasing a legal product.

STATE RECYCLING (S8310) 

On June 9,2016, the Senate 38-0, approved a biD that would require state 
agencies and courts to implement recycling programs by 2018. Mandatory 
recycling would include lead batteries, metal containers, glass containers, 
polymer plastics, recyclable paper, carpets, Ouorescent lamps, cathode ray 
tubes and construction and demolition material. 

Agencies and courts with more than 50 employees would be required to 
submit an annual report to the secretary of energy and environmental affairs 
detailing their actions. 

Supporters said this was a major step forward in the ongoing recycling 
campaign to ensure the state complies with solid waste reduction plans.

CITY AND TOWN RECYCLING (S 8889) 

On June 18, 2016, the Senate 39-0, approved a biD that would require 
cities and towns to reduce their solid waste to no more than 600 pounds per 
capita by July 2018 and no more than 450 pounds per capita by July 2022. 
The measure also requires the Department of Environmental Protection to 
establish performance standards for municipal solid waste reduction by July 
1,2017 

Supporters said the biD would decrease poDution, save money and protect 
the environment. They noted that this is another major step toward preserv¬ 
ing the environment for future generations.

Other provisions that are not affected include aDowing the growing of six 
plants per person in his or her home, with a maximum of 12 plants per house¬ 
hold.

Work 
was delayed early on 
when excavation crews 
unearthed two forgotten 
World War II water tanks 
at the site. The tanks never 
held fuel, so no envi¬ 
ronmental cleanup was 
required. But it did take 
time to remove the tanks.

The lobby is gleaming 
and the ticket window is 
ready. With a final inspec¬ 
tion sign-off, the MBTA’s 
new ferry terminal will be 
open for its first commut¬ 
ers in January. 

After three years of con¬ 
struction - and a couple 
of surprises that delayed 
completion - Hingham 
will be home to a terminal 
that’s the first of its kind 
around Boston Harbor, 
with a T bus connection 
and offices for the Hing¬ 
ham harbormaster, state 
Department of Conserva¬ 
tion and Recreation, state 
Environmental Police and 
Boston Harbor Cruises. 

“It’s a really unusual 
facility,” project manager 
Ellen DeNooyer of Milton 
said on a recent day, as 
she surveyed the $7 mil¬ 
lion building with Jamie 
Jackson of Weymouth, the 
T Commuter Rail’s capital 
delivery project director. 

DeNooyer said the ter¬ 
minal’s multiple uses are 
the product of cooperation 
by the T, state legislators 
and Hingham, along with 
the support of the thou¬ 
sands of commuters who 
take the ferry to and from 
Rowes Wharf in Boston 
each day. 

“There’s nothing else 
quite like it around the 
harbor,” she said. 

The terminal is located 
at Hewitts Cove, close to 
the Hingham Shipyard 
retail development on the 
site of the World War II 
shipyard. 

It will replace a ticket 
window and ferry office in 
a metal building next door. 

That building and the 
new terminal property 
are owned by the state 
Department of Conserva¬ 
tion. DeNooyer said the T 
has a 99 -year lease for the 
terminal site. 

The terminal’s official 
opening date hasn’t been 
scheduled yet. Until then, 
commuters will continue 
to take an open-air walk¬ 
way to the ferry boats. 

“It will be very nice 
for passengers to have a 
heated space," DeNooyer 
said of the new building. 
“And bathrooms.” 

The terminal’s open¬ 
ing will come a year and 
three months after the 
Hingham-Boston ferry 
celebrated its 40th anni-
